HUNTING IN ARKANSAS. 

MinutM of the South Christian Hunt' 
ing Club, 1889. 
(Continued from lait issue ) 
Tuesday, Novcmbsr 19 — Thli 
morolrig up Booii. A wanliiK moon 
made a »hiiiiiig creacont of the lake, 
and the frost was while and hoar. 
A good breakfaKt— gooac, aud 
ToniaoD— and we are off for tbe 
woodi. Uakatbalakadrtv^ and In 
crotilnethe bar above camp jbot 
aoine geeae, and Mr. Parrlih brings 
one down a long ways with hit far 
ahootlDgpop gon. 

The boya hare made it lively foi 
the deer. A» .aoon a» the driven 
oroiiad the lake, the dog> had ur 
two deor— a buck and a dor. Ihe 
buck ran back, aflor being ahot ai 
twice by Mr. Irfunos, and then at 
templod to crosi the sand bar at the 
narrow! and was killed by .lones on 
the further aide. He wa« a line, lat 
four-point buck. The doe tried to 
pais ont between the lakes and waa 
killed by Pendleton. Another doe 
wai fired at twice br Burke along 
diitanco crossing tbe bar higher np, 
and alto bf Alex. Blakemore. Still 
■oother buok wat ehated around tbe 
enttio drive, and finally went to 
Jack Monroe, who fired at him twice 
close quarteri. He was shot at sev 
eral timoB more by some native hunt 
era, but CBcaped lliem all and ran on 
of bearing. Tlie dogs brought still 
another— a fawn— to Mr. Parrish— 
who killed him, flrlogtiro abOt>, 

Came to camp, had a lunch, got 
some Irenh dogs and made the driv 
oast of llie lake. On the lirxl stain 
through tbe woods we placed aii old 
nagro, who had the euphonious and 
biClical name of lied Sea.

back came to him and be killed bloi 
at the firtt (hot. No dogt were after 
him. Ua was a fire-point back and 
a very largo deer.

Capt. nice inme Into camp with 
eloren bear dogs, and lo-iiin-iow w 
ara fnioz to make it hot fur bruiu 
OifS 'Iroi <| a mora famou 
bearhnnter than old man Lennox 
lie is a handsome, fine looking, man 
ly fellow, and has the heavle't and 
longest beard I ever »aw. It extends 
fur hclow his uirdle. lie U well 
drassed, has a boutonniers iu tbe 
lapiwl of bit coat, but while he haa 
the debonair lo6k of a man of tbe 
wor d, he yet looka erery inch the 
burner. "If the wlii'l blowt through 
his whi»!ier8 to tl'eir full extent to 
morrow there wi:i be tomething of 
hucriSMM." He it Just from a bun 
in wUch he killed eleven bear, and 
to-nlgbl ha telle wonderital talet, at

wonder. 

Wcdneaday, Norember 20— ThI 
rooming Capt. Bice came out looklnt 
like a'now man. He had bit thoot' 
ing Jacket on, a belt with a hugi 
knife and pistol, and no gun. Hi 
whitkera were (gathered up and hid 
den under bis vest lie drives 
Lennox leads the men to the stand 
Tbey are supplied with all grades of 
ammunition from bird shells to bear 
liulli-. Borne of them hare knives. 
Ilcniy Drane bat an Arkantat tooth- 
pick in each boot log. We go in a 
twin gallop, and the men are placed 
iu a deep and narrow road through a 
ilenie caue-break. bwlft at we have 
fiean, BIco aad bit doga have been 
faster, for within a quarter of a mile 
of camp tbcy hare up a bear and 
conie tearing through tbe cane in full 
r.ry. Thiy ran nearly to us and 
turned and went mross aliove. I 
li»d the fiirtlicet Bland next to I.cii- 
iiox, and I bad not got to my stand 
when I taw a large bear come into 
the road not twenty yardt from me. 
The path runs in a /.igiag, and there 
wB" a point of cane between tbe bear 
and mo. I ran around 11, but ho bad 
iHittcn into the cane. I knelt down 
and peered in, could bear him, but 
could not tee five feet in tbe dense 
<'aiu>. It was a large bear and no 
dogs were after him. It now began 
to rain, and poured down as if the 
beaveut had burst asunder, and we 
were forced to come to camp, and no 
bear. 

The oloudi lifted and the rain 
ceased in the cveiiin)r, and the cap- 
lain, tireless and energetic, went 
) unling, but It was eo wet that only 
Oarnelt and I'cndloton were with 
him. They had up-doer after deer, 
and tbe dogs were running all the 
evening. They eaw fourteen doer 
and shut several timaa. The doga 
ran down and caught a largo crum- 
uled hoiu buck iu the driftwood, 
near the old Arkantat, aud had killed 
him witan White Md tbe boys got to 
them. Ho had aswallar set of lioriis, 
bent, crumpled and pointing in all 
rtlroctlont, TMJ .oMiKry ia alive 
with doer and iMr. 

Drane, HcComb and I went fl b- 
Ing tbtt evening in the boat on the 
lake, but bad no iueceta. Pulled np 
Ihe net wblcb had been tet in the 
ItlMUd caught a drum that weighed 
thirteen pounds. 

Tbundaj', November 22 — Thit

on bald apola. But theaa bear were 
old atager* aud finally whipped the 
dogt off without over coming out of

We came to camp, bad a lunch and 
toddT,and drive the old field for 
deer, f*ollng ratiafled that we will 
never be celebrated in atory and aoug 
the fainoua bear hnntara. High 
wind blowing, but toon bad op eev- 
eral deer, wbloh ran clear awajr, ex- 
cept one-a One y?""?..?"?"!,'!? .. 
went to Burke, who killed her at 
firat shot. Alex. Dlakemore iii 
"amp, sat by Ihe fire reading, lifted 
bis eyes and a latge doe waa wltbiu 
llf.y yards of tbe camp fire, but Alex, 
bad no gun and she aoon ran away. 

Friday,November3:i-i;iear, frosty 
morning-one of the few beautiful 
avs we have had tlnce hero wo have 
beiniiere. Thit lltheday we badsol 
to to hcmf , but voted to remain a few 
ays longer. l^^»P«- "^5'? 
mlieetogot fomo b«ar doi* Wilb 
■taying qualities. 

Make the drives between the lakes 
Tbe doga brought a deer to G aruetl 
n.l ho had a quick shot at it going 
nililv Ihrougn Ibo canoaud wound 
(1 it linto death, but it got away 
Durke saw two deer crossing the lake, 
but too far to shoot. I'eudUion 
Urane aud Munroe saw two more 
a long dlaianca oflT. We abot tuine 
geeio on the sand bar thit morning 
»s we wire going to our stinds. 

Drive the pocket thlsoveuing. -No 
success. Ueil JSoa killed a lluo tur 
key. Henry Drane wont to sleep on 
bit itand and Bill Cravens came up, 
ttole his g«n, and then blew his born 
and threw alickt at lliin, bot itill the 
most noble gooba hunter alept on 
Bill gave b>m back bis gnu and 
shook him bard, and said; "t»>u, 
tapper it ready," aud then he awolto 
To-night Uapt. Drane bring now 
thoroughly awake, with Deaoon Me- 
Comb, Garnett, Pend'eton, mytelf and 
Pete, go to the sand liir, two miles 
from camp, where wo see to ma ly 
gana erarv morning, with the hop' 
that we may iliine tome geese w.th 
the r.fl.!clor. About a mile from 
amp, in the middle of tba palh, wi- 
aw the shiniog eyes of aonie beast, 
ami in a iiionieut it would have been 
dead, though loi-tlie tomlxil the Cap 
uleti, but It jumped into tlio bubhes. 
aodaa wa pwaad we taw that it wa- 
belated bound looking for ciinp 
Wo found no geese, but bad a pleas- 
ant atroli for tour miles or more. 

Haturday, November 23— Make the 
drive toulb of camp. It is hard to do 
tbe lubjot Justice, for there has beei. 
■ regular fuailade thit uoruiug, and 
thirteen tholt have been fired and 
only one derr iu camp. In tbe drivi 
Lennox shot twice at three deer and 
wounded one, but did not gel him. 
Jones, of Arkantu, thot one in it' 
bed, bat It got op and left. Durke 
abot twice at a fawn In close qiiartors 
but it, too, went away. Mr, t*rri»b 
ahot at a .ioe ab )ul seventy yardt, and 
be says "abe swapped ends. If so, 
she, too, loft immediately after ih- 
trade. Ucury Drane shot at a do« and 
killed a aapliug in a thicket nbere 
the deer waa. Dtok Biakemore shot 
at two dear rnnuing paat and Jumped 
up two more near his ttaud, Mr. 
West saw seven deer and shot a large 
buck about tlilrtv-live yards andsa>s 
he hit him hard. Two deer, a doe 
aud a fawn ran up to Deacon MuComb 
who killed the doe at hit aaooud laoi. 
and reloading his gun ahot at the 
fawn, which had inmaineil by iii- 
dead mother unlil he bad got hi 
shells in, but it ran away. 

Had another drive late in tlie tve- 
nlng and aom* dear up, but no one 
shot. 

Bunday, November 2t— The bojf 
say that it is the '.iaili, and as ihi \ 
occuionally atrike ilie truth, perhap 
I am again wrong in my dates. How- 
ever, it It Sunday and no mistake, 
and a wonderfully beautiful morn- 
ing. The sun is ihinlng brightly, 
and the trauslucont waters of ilie 
Crescent lake are so crystal that the 
eye can pierce their liiiipi l il> p' lis. 
The camp la quiet. Tbo dogs are 
basking in the gloriooa anntbine, 
resting after their arduont labors 
On a polo hang tbe carcasses of 
twelve large doer, and trees arcmiu! 
are adorned with buck liorns and 
bides stretched to their utmost Icn- 
slou. The bunt is on its last legs, Icr 
the Blakemores go home aud llurko 
is off for New York. 

Verily, wo have had a pleasant 
time, aye in alter years, when age 
has unstrung our muscles and un- 
nerved our arms, wc can look back 
along the waates of lifo and memory, 
we'llreeall this as a grea* oasis amid 
tlio arid deserts, or a beautiful par- 
terre of iloweri amid tho blooming 
gardens of life. 

Monday, November 26— Last day of 
th'3 bunt, and, like the greater part of 
ourdaya, It is wet and cloudy. Divide 
the hunt, and I'arrlsb. McComh, 
West and Cravens go with Lennox 
and liice bear hunting, and the bal- 
ance with White deer bunting. Wo 
drive tbe woodi between the lakes 
and start tome deer, but they ran 
away beyond Hand lake aAd no one 
gets a ehol. On the road to camp 
White puts in next to .leireraon, 
while w^ rode smne distance apart 
along the road. D'lus ^ret up a largo 
buck and be ran by Muuroc, who was 
getting persimmons in a bottom, and 
be fired at him once; botben ran into 
the rear of Capt. White, who also 
shot at bim. but he went oluar away 
beyond tbe Hand lake. 

Came to camp, get tome more dogt 
and drive aouth from ramp. Tbedogs 
carried a fawn by Munroe and he 
fired one abot at it, fifty or alxly 
yards, but foiled it, aud thit ended 
tbe deer hunting. 

When wa ratnriiad to camp wc 
found the bear hantera already there 
and liigbly elated, for they had tuc- 
cceded iu klllingtwoyonng betr and 
had them in oanp. 

When Rioa name to camp be 
brought with him a mulatto named 
Albert Hayes. He teemed to be a 
mixture of uegrc, Indian and white 
man. He was a tall, etrong fellow, 
agile, with the strength, tbe endur- 
ance and swiftness almost of the n d 
deer, and it wat a tight worlli seeing 
when, batlett and ooalleaa, with the 
swift tread and hardy conrage of tlie 
red m.m. be dsstied through the 
woods anil 'h nmie. Bolbofibeao 
liear bad (\<\>:\i In his deadly rille. 
They bad up six or seven bear dur- 
ing tbe day, but tbe old one fought 
flir Ihe houndt and never came out. 
After ihey would eome almost to tlio 
edge of the eana and tbe expectant 
hunter could hear tbe growls of the 
old bear at the fought the docs des- 
perately, but the whipped them off in 
every iniUnoe. At laat the dogs put 
a cub up a traein the thick cane, and 
Albert Huria eat Ua wayto Urn and 
(bot Urn nwntiM tree, Thshvnttra 



worked their T?ay to blm, but 11. o 
ht%i wat dead. While uoiii;^ back lo 
tbe road, and dragging in-i oiar with 
wiMh labor, the dogs aiarc id auotbei' 
cub, which Ihey obaaed back and 
form in the caiie for a good wbilo 
and which was shot at T>y Deacon 
.M( (;ouil),and linally killed bv AlberU 
Thla concluded the bear Uunt and 
lo-iiigbt hungry man feaat nn fat 
bear until the greaae aaa m a to Ovxe 
from every pore. 

TiicMiay, .NovemVier 28-Bieak 
camp this morning, and atari home, 
ward. Clouds lowered, hut bcforu 
we left, tbe sun came out in bOUIUorn 
splendor as if to bid us Ooil speed on 
our homeward march. Webavohad 
,. eplendid hunt and a Joyoua time 
Wo have lived on the fat of the lai d, 
our table has been loaded with the 
choicest and fattest. Nino •arietiei 
of game have tempted appetites al- 
ready keen. Babbit, tqiiirrol, duck, 
goose, opossum, turkey, vouisDii, bear, 
iiid ti*h have been our oonilaat 
menu. We have kille 1 tixleen avr, 
two boar and ducks, geese and fith 
inllibilum. We are content and say 
farewell to new friends wo have 
learned to love.
